That’s a growth of 12 per 
cent for both readership 
groups from last year’s fig¬ 
ures.

'Mission accomplished’ 

HMCS Athabaskan returns from 8 weeks in quake-ravaged Haiti

HMCS Athabaskan 
returned to Halifax yester¬ 
day morning, marking the 
end of an eight-week mis¬ 
sion to Haiti. 

And, as Cmdr. Peter 
Crane put it, “mission ac¬ 
complished.” 

The 240-person crew was 
welcomed back by family 
and friends standing on a 
sunlit navy dockyard pier. 
As the ship pulled in, 
cheers and greetings were 
shouted back and forth be¬ 
tween the pier and the 
deck. 

The ship was docked

outside of Leogane, a small 
city near the epicentre of 
Haiti’s Jan. 12 earthquake. 
Crane said the buildings in 


the area were almost com¬ 
pletely destroyed. 

“The areas that we were 
working in were incredibly 
devastated,” he said. 
“Ninety per cent of the 
houses are uninhabitable.” 

Upon arrival, Crane’s 
crew focused on delivering 
medical supplies, water 
and food to Haitians. Later, 
they turned their attention 
to building shelter, includ¬ 
ing four orphanages. 
Crane said while the Haiti 
they left had a long way to 
go, he was proud of the 
work they did. 

“We have left it better,” 
he said. “Is it better over 
the long term? Don’t 
know. It’s too big a ques¬ 


tion to answer ... but from 
what we saw on the first 
day, on the 19th of Janu¬ 
ary, when we flew over 
that city and when we 
walked around? It is in bet¬ 
ter shape.” 

Crane said the mission 
profoundly affected his 
crew, so much so he decid¬ 
ed to slightly alter the 
Athabaskan’s motto. 

“The ship’s motto is We 
fight as one,’ and after 
about three or four days in 
Haiti, I realized that that 
deserved to be modified,” 
Crane said. “We help as 
one.’ We flew that signal 
on our flag ... when we 
came up the harbour this 
morning.”

The puck was placed in 
an enclosure down the 
stairs from where the Stan¬ 
ley Cup makes its home. It 
will share a display case 
with a pair of socks worn 
by Canadian forward Dany 
Heatley, gloves worn by de¬ 
fenceman Drew Doughty 
and a variety of similar sou¬ 
venirs.

Police have dropped acces¬ 
sory and gun charges 
against a 25-year-old 
North Preston woman ar¬ 
rested in connection with 
a shooting in north-end 
Dartmouth Tuesday night. 

Samteen Geneva Smith 
was arrested by Halifax Re¬ 
gional Police at about 9 p.m. 
Police say she was pulled 
over for driving a silver 
SUV, which matched the de¬ 
scription of a vehicle seen 
fleeing the shooting in No¬ 
va Court about 40 minutes 
earlier. 

Smith appeared in Dart¬ 
mouth provincial court yes¬ 
terday on the lesser charge 
of breaching of recogni¬ 
zance. 

But police spokesman 
Const. Brian Palmeter said 
investigators haven’t ruled 
out the possibility Smith 
was involved in the shoot¬ 
ing. 

“Basically, at this point, 
there’s additional things 
that need to be done by our 
investigators before we lay 
any charges,” he said. “We 
haven’t ruled out any other 
charges being laid ... in con¬ 
nection with this.”

Just before 8:30 p.m. Tues¬ 
day, police received reports 
of multiple gunshots in the 
area of Nova Court near 
Wyse Road and Boland 
Drive. No one was injured 
in the shooting, but bullets 
hit several homes on Nova 


Court, Canso Lane, Deme- 
treous Lane and Green 
Road. 

Palmeter said police don’t 
believe any of the homes hit 
were targeted, but stray bul¬ 
lets are always a troubling 
thing. 

“There’s a lot of families 
living in (the area), a lot of 
children,” he said. “Certain¬ 
ly the fact that these houses 
were hit is concerning to us, 
especially given the fact 


there’s quite a large num¬ 
ber of kids and (this was) ob¬ 
viously putting the inno¬ 
cent public at risk.” 

Police are trying to track 
down two suspects in rela¬ 
tion to the shooting. They 
are described as two males 
in their 20s. Police say they 
fled the area in an SUV driv¬ 
en by a woman. 

Palmeter said police are 
still trying to determine the 
intended victim.

9 a.m. — “La Fheile 
Padraig Sona Duit,” says 
Joe Murphy, which is Gael¬ 
ic for “Happy St. Patrick’s 
Day to you.” 

Sitting at Celtic Corner 
in Dartmouth, where even 
the urinal cakes are green, 
Murphy and his wife, Cat, 
are one of a growing crowd 
of revellers. 

The annual Irish holiday 
is a big event for the 56- 
year-old Saint Mary’s Uni¬ 
versity Gaelic professor. He 
recounts how it began as a 
quiet, religious holiday but 
then became a celebration 
in North America. 

“It happened here be¬ 
cause people were cele¬ 
brating the fact that 
they’re Irish. Whereas, in 
Ireland, of course every¬ 
body’s Irish so they don’t 
really have to celebrate it,” 
he explains. 

For him, it’s a day to cel¬ 
ebrate Irish heritage. 

Sitting nearby, 72-year- 
old Steve Carew recounts 
how his ancestors came 
from Ireland to Halifax in 
1845. Like many others, 


they came to Canada poor 
and joined the working 
class. 

“Not that we’re celebrat¬ 
ing coming from poverty 
to good times, but it kind 
of reflects the spirit that 
took them along,” he says. 
“They loved to sing, they 
loved to dance, they loved 
the fiddle.” 

ll a.m. — On Argyle Street 
in Halifax, the Irish bar 
Durty Nelly’s is packed full 
of people with that certain 
glow of having drank sev¬ 
eral beers but not yet eaten 
lunch. 

Knowledge of St. Patrick 
here is a bit... fuzzier. 

“To be honest, I don’t 
think anyone here knows 
anything about St. 
Patrick,” said Dalhousie 
University student Mike 
Devlin. “I know he was 
Irish ... that’s all I know, 
honestly.” 

His friend Jon Levy elab¬ 
orates. “He did good things 
for the Irish people,” says 
Levy. “They have potatoes 
in Ireland. There’s also 
North Ireland and non- 
North Ireland. One is an is¬ 
land that’s part of the U.K., 
one is not, and they fight

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Don’t blame it 
for review delay, 
HRP tells RCMP 

Statement issued after RCMP fails 
to do review of officer in shooting 


Halifax Regional Police 
says it’s not to blame for 
any delays related to the 
RCMP’s disciplinary review 
of an officer who fatally 
shot a man in Cape Breton. 

But the national force 
says it was never critical of 
the length of time HRP 
took to conduct its exter¬ 
nal investigation into the 
shooting. 

An HRP investigation 
cleared RCMP Const. Jere¬ 
my Frenette of any crimi¬ 
nal wrongdoing in the 
2008 shooting of John Si¬ 
mon on the Wagmatcook 
First Nation, but there was 
no disciplinary review of 
his actions. 

The Mounties have said 
they didn’t launch a discipli¬ 
nary review within one year 
— the time limit imposed 
by the federal law governing 
the force — because they 
were waiting for the HRP in¬ 
vestigation to finish. 

But HRP issued a state¬ 
ment yesterday to counter 
any possible perception it is 
somehow at fault that the 
RCMP didn’t commence a 
timely disciplinary review. 

“The independent investi¬ 
gation conducted by Halifax 
Regional Police was a 
lengthy and complex 
process that required con¬ 
sultation with various out¬ 
side agencies,” the HRP said. 

“However, this in no way 
precluded the RCMP from 
commencing their own in¬ 
ternal investigation into the

officer’s actions. Further¬ 
more, throughout the inves¬ 
tigation, the RCMP was giv¬ 
en full access to the inves¬ 
tigative materials and 
should have been aware of 
potential concerns. 

“The RCMP has indicated 
there is a gap in their 
processes as it relates to 
this matter and we concur.” 

The RCMP issued a state¬ 
ment later saying it recog¬ 
nized the complex task that 
faced Halifax police. 

“Nova Scotia RCMP have 
never criticized the length 
of time that Halifax Region¬ 
al Police required to com¬ 
plete the investigation,” the 
RCMP said. 

Frenette shot Simon, a 44- 
year-old Mi’kmaq who po¬ 
lice say was drunk and po¬ 
tentially suicidal, three 
times after entering his 
home Dec. 2, 2008. 

In its investigation, HRP 
concluded Frenette shot Si¬ 
mon in self-defence. But it 
also said Frenette contra¬ 
vened RCMP policy, noting 
he entered Simon’s home 
despite his supervisor’s in¬ 
struction not to do so.

Staffing issue may have 
led to forest fire: CBC 


evacuation An email writ¬ 
ten by a Halifax fire chief 
suggests a staffing prob¬ 
lem may have led to a rag¬ 
ing forest fire last spring 
that destroyed several 
homes and forced 1,100 
residents to flee. 

The CBC reported yester¬ 
day that a Halifax Fire Serv¬ 
ice crew went on April 29 to 
extinguish a brush fire 
caused by a campfire off the 
Herring Cove Road on the 
outskirts of the city. 

They put the fire out 
and returned the next 
morning to check for pos¬ 
sible flareups. 

At 11 a.m., the crew de¬ 
cided it was safe to return to 
its fire station for lunch, but 
when lunch was over it 
couldn’t return immediate¬ 
ly to the woods to check the 
site again. 


In an email obtained by 
the CBC, Chief Bill Mosher 
wrote that the crew had to 
“arrange for a cover and 
that may have delayed their 
return to the scene of the 
original fire.” 

“A cover” means the crew 
had to get another crew to 
mind the station before it 
could leave. 

At 1:45 p.m., a 911 call re¬ 
ported smoke coming from 
the area before the crew 
could return. 

The fire quickly spread 
and raged out of control for 
two days. 

Halifax Regional Fire 
Service told the CBC that 
despite the reference to a 
delay in Mosher’s email, 
everything went according 
to procedure and it had no 
bearing on the fire.

Fricker estimated the 
coyote to be in the 50- 
pound range. 

Derek Quann, a manag¬ 
er of resources for Parks 
Canada, said because the 
coyote was so aggressive, 
it will be destroyed. 

Quann said public 
safety specialists would 
be in the field until they 
find the coyote.

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Alberta 
ready to 
defend 
oilsands 

The Alberta government 
will be rolling out 
initiatives over the next 
few weeks to combat 
“propaganda campaigns” 
against the oilsands, the 
province’s energy minister 
told a business audience 
yesterday. 

“We have seen our 
province and our industry 
under attack from well- 
funded international 
groups and that’s not go¬ 
ing to lessen. I think it’s 
just going to simply esca¬ 
late,” Ron Liepert told the 
Calgary Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. 

“Our biggest challenge 
will be the one where out¬ 
siders attack our credibili¬ 
ty, where well-funded in¬ 
ternational groups paint 
us as uncaring of the envi¬ 
ronment during a time of 
international environmen¬ 
tal correctness.” 

The oilsands have been 
the target of fierce 
criticism from 
environmental groups, 
who say the industry guz¬ 
zles too much fresh water, 
harms wildlife and emits 
huge amounts of carbon 
dioxide. Some of the most 
ardent opposition has 
been in the United States 
and Europe. 

“We will not sit idly by 
and let those propaganda 
campaigns happen,” 

Liepert said. “Our future 
success lies not in what we 
do within our own 
borders, but rather how 
we develop markets and 
sell ourselves outside of 
the province.” 

Canadians outside Alber¬ 
ta need to understand how 
development of Canada’s 
oilsands positively affects 
their own finances 
through equalization pay¬ 
ments and the creation of 
manufacturing jobs, he 
said. 

“There’s not a lot of 
product that goes into the 
construction of an 
oilsands plant that comes 
from Alberta,” Liepert told 
reporters. 

“A lot of them are manu¬ 
factured in Ontario or 
Quebec and I don’t think 
those provinces realize 
that as Alberta goes, they 
go.” 

When pressed on what 
precisely the new 
initiatives will entail, 
Liepert said: “You’ll have 
to wait.”

Police Taser use to change 

Ontario to announce new guidelines following review 


Ontario is poised to 
revamp its guidelines on 
the use of Tasers by police. 

The changes are expect¬ 
ed to be made public 
March 30, sources say, 
about two years after the 
governing Liberals 

launched a review of Taser 
use in the province. 

Tasers have become an 
increasingly common tool 
for police across Canada, 
leading some critics to 
question whether the rules 
governing their use are ad¬ 
equate. They have been in 
use in Ontario since 2002. 

Currently, only tactical 
officers and supervisors 
are allowed to carry Tasers 
in Ontario, but the govern¬ 
ment is being urged to 
make them available to all 
front-line police officers. 

It’s among the recom¬ 
mendations made by the 
police standards advisoiy 
committee, a group of rep¬ 
resentatives from police 
groups and municipalities 
within the ministry tasked 
with providing advice to 
the government about the 
use of stun guns. 



Ontario is already con¬ 
sidered to be a Canadian 
leader in regulating the 
use of stun guns, said Larry 
Molyneaux, president of 
the Police Association of 
Ontario, which has a seat 
on the committee. 

“What we’re doing is ac¬ 
tually just tightening it up 
in relation to training and 
regulations,” he said. 

Police organizations 
have long advocated for all 
uniformed police officers 
to be allowed to cariy stun 
guns — otherwise known 
as conductive 
energy 
weapons — 
arguing 
they’re less 
lethal than 
guns and will 
save lives. 

Uniformed 
police, rather 
than supervi¬ 
sors or tactical of¬ 
ficers, are usually the 
first on the scene, 
Molyneaux said. In some 
rural areas of the province, 
it can take up to an hour to 
respond to a call. 


“When you have a radio 
call and you’re involved in 
a situation where you 
might need that CEW at 
the very onset, you don’t 
have time to wait for some¬ 
body that carries one,” he 
said. “So what we want is 
the first responding officer 
to have the option of using 
that CEW.” 

Some complain that 
Tasers are being used by 
police to subdue unco-op- 
erative people even when 
they don’t pose a threat, 
while others main¬ 
tain

they’re a useful tool if offi¬ 
cers are properly trained 
and held accountable. 

Officers who cariy them 
must undergo a two-day 
training course and follow 
guidelines that fall in line 
with the so-called “use of 
force” model that’s taught 
to all police personnel, ac¬ 
cording to the Ontario 
Provincial Police Associa¬ 
tion. At least 20 people in 
Canada are known to have 
died after being struck 
with a Taser.

holiday. 

It was expected to be a 
mix of lighthearted cheer 
and serious politics at the 
White House, where Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama was 
meeting with Irish Prime 
Minister Brian Cowen.

U.S. fertility clinic raffles 
free eggs to U.K. couples 


London An American infer¬ 
tility clinic seeking busi¬ 
ness in Britain has prompt¬ 
ed criticism by offering 
free eggs from a U.S. 
woman to a participant at 
a London seminar. 

Yesterday’s event has 
sparked debate in Britain 
about the ethics of what 
many say violated the spir¬ 
it, if not the letter, of a Eu¬ 
ropean Union law forbid¬ 
ding fertile women from 
being paid for their eggs. 

British egg donors can¬ 
not be compensated for 
more than $384 US per 
month for travel and time 
off work. The rule limits 
the number of donors and 
makes it difficult for infer¬ 
tile women to obtain eggs 
in much of Europe. Howev¬ 
er, it is not illegal for Euro¬ 
peans to pay for eggs over¬ 


seas. For years infertile Eu¬ 
ropean women have trav¬ 
elled to America or other 
countries for eggs. 

As part of a marketing 
push in England, Virginia- 
based Genetics and IVF In¬ 
stitute held the free semi¬ 
nar for British couples say¬ 
ing one participant would 
win donor eggs. 

A donor must undergo a 
month-long treatment that 
involves injecting 
herself with hor¬ 
mones to stimu¬ 
late the ovaries 
and then un¬ 
dergoing a pro¬ 
cedure to re¬ 
trieve several 
eggs. 

The clinic’s prize is 
worth $10,000, which cov¬ 
ers donor fees and medical

Brazil could play a bridg¬ 
ing role: the country is Is¬ 
rael’s largest trading part¬ 
ner in Latin America, but 
also has close ties to Iran. 

Silva showed “sympathy, 
understanding and 
support” to Palestinians, 
said Israeli Foreign 
Ministry spokesperson 
Yigal Palmor, but 
“courtesy, politeness and 
correctness” to Israel. 

“This is a divide we 
regret,” Palmor said. 

Silva later travelled to 
Jordan, with a focus on 
boosting economic ties.

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Machines and the social apocalypse 



A fter more than a 
half-centuiy of 
worries, warn¬ 
ings and studies 
about what our 
media habits are doing to 
us and our relationships, 
FCC chairman Newton Mi- 
now’s famous 1961 con¬ 


demnation of the “vast 
wasteland” of network TV 
seems somehow quaint. 

The TVs, computers and 
hand-held screens have 
since multiplied, enabling 
us to ignore each other any 
time and any place. Will we 
someday envy old-fash¬ 
ioned families who at least 
used to zone out in front of 
the same TV screen togeth¬ 
er, even as the Cassandras 
of the day prophesied 
looming social apocalypse? 

The dire warnings, now a 
tradition unto themselves, 
continue. TV is making us 
dumb, lazy and distractible. 


This month’s issue of the 
Archives of Pediatric and 
Adolescent Medicine draws 
a direct link between the 
amount of time kids spend 
in front of their screens 
and the difficulty they have 
relating to real people. 

Other studies have point¬ 
ed to bedroom TVs as a can¬ 
cer on relationships, elimi¬ 
nating family meals and in¬ 
teraction and short-circuit¬ 
ing the sex lives of couples. 
The more we let the ma¬ 
chines into our lives, we’re 
told, the less room there is 
for people. 

Many nights, the 


denizens of my own apart¬ 
ment (occupancy goes up 
and down) are firmly sealed 
in their own bubbles of lap¬ 
top, iPod and TV, often in 
combination. Conversation 
is admittedly sporadic, but 
the teenagers, as far as I can 
see, have so far failed to 
completely degenerate into 
anti-social blobs. 

Paradoxically, even as 
they seem unaware of each 
others’ presence in the 
same room, they are often 
interacting with each other 
online. 

Just how much whole¬ 
some family interaction is 


enough? Sometimes at this 
age, shutting out one’s fam¬ 
ily for a bit is an entirely de¬ 
sirable enterprise. I just had 
to do it with comparatively 
primitive technology like 
the Walkman. I wouldn’t 
be surprised if bygone 
alarmists decried Guten¬ 
berg’s printing press and 
the creeping effect of litera¬ 
cy on families, with kids’ 
beaks buried in books and 
other signs of complete so¬ 
cietal breakdown. 

The grownups in our 
household, I have to admit, 
can easily be as plugged in 
and tuned out as the lads. 


Many nights when it’s just 
the two of us, we’ll notice 
that we’ve each been click¬ 
ing away on our computers 
and haven’t passed a word 
between us in a couple of 
hours. We’ll often take this 
as our cue to pull the plug, 
go out for a drink, sit facing 
each other and actually 
talk. 

The time to worry is 
when you shut off all the 
screens, turn back to each 
other and find you have 
nothing to say.

Prom wars: Out of the mouths of babes

By now you have probably 
heard about the Mississip¬ 
pi school that cancelled a 
prom rather than let Con¬ 
stance McMillen, a lesbian 
student, bring her girl¬ 
friend and wear a tuxedo. 
She asked permission to at¬ 
tend as a couple, but when 
the school board sent out a 
memo declaring all dates 
should be of the opposite 
sex, the American Civil 
Liberties Union stepped in 
and ... you can guess what 
happens next. 

Lots of people, straight 
and gay, are outraged at 
the school’s actions. I’ll 
spare you all the protesta¬ 


tion, since it goes without 
saying the school is in the 
wrong — oh, never mind, 
I’ll tell you anyway: It can¬ 
not deny a couple their 
coming-of-age ritual be¬ 
cause they’re gay. 
Though McMillen 
clearly under¬ 
stands the so¬ 
cial signifi¬ 
cance of her 
fight — that’s 
why she’s su¬ 
ing, isn’t it? — 
she also seems 
bored explaining 
the situation to camera 
crews, exasperated that 
trodding on gay rights still 
happens in the year 2010. 

Young Americans collec¬ 
tively yawn at the mention 
— among the under-30 set, 
about 80 per cent believe 
same-sex marriage is a pri¬ 
vate decision — so for 
McMillen and her peers, 
it’s silly trying to explain 
something that’s accepted 


fact. 

“For you to say that you 
can’t bring someone of the 
same sex — well, for the 
gay people that means 

they can’t bring their 

date,” she told the As¬ 
sociated Press. 
“That’s really 
not fair to the 
people that 
are gay.” Like, 
duh. 

What a 
world, in 

which a teenag¬ 
er makes more 
sense of what “constitu¬ 
tional rights and liberties” 
are than the adults 
charged with teaching her 
these things. At its core, 
that’s what high school is: 
A series of life lessons on 
how to be punctual, polite, 
committed, ambitious, 
thoughtful and critical 
adults. 

That’s why McMillen 
sought permission from 


her teachers, knowing 
what the outcome might 
be even before she asked. 
That’s how adults deal 
with life, right? By talking 
through their differences 
and confronting tough sit¬ 
uations rather than avoid¬ 
ing them, by, say, can¬ 
celling a prom like a social¬ 
ly awkward teenager. De¬ 
spite feeling guilty that 
she’d ruined eveiyone’s 
year-end celebration, 
McMillen stoically re¬ 
turned to school, still 
proud of who she is. 

She and her girlfriend 
are examples that courage 
and maturity can come at 
any age, and that students 
aren’t the only ones who 
should learn a thing or two 
in high school. Like the 
saying goes, out of the 
mouths of babes...

Geotagging raises privacy, safety concerns 


As if knowing what your 
friend had for lunch wasn’t 
enough, now you can see 
where she was eating it as 
well. 

An increasing number of 
websites and social net¬ 
working services are 
adopting geotagging, al¬ 
lowing users to include 
their exact location when 
they update their status or 
upload a photo. 


But privacy experts warn 
there are dangers in hap¬ 
hazardly broadcasting 
your location to the world. 

Tamir Israel, a staff 
lawyer at the Canadian In¬ 
ternet Policy and Public In¬ 
terest Clinic, says users 
shouldn’t use these servic¬ 
es without first thinking 
about the privacy implica¬ 
tions of telling anyone 
with an Internet connec¬ 


tion where they are and 
where they’ve been. 

Geotagging is fuelling 
the same debate about pri¬ 
vacy that sites like My- 
Space and Faceboolc 
helped generate. Canada’s 
privacy commissioner, 
who forced Faceboolc to 
make changes to its priva¬ 
cy policies, is already ex¬ 
amining geotagging, says

decorator it can be 
their worst nightmare. Try¬ 
ing to incorporate a TV in¬ 
to a room (especially a 
small space) can be diffi¬ 
cult as it is instantly made 
the focal point of a room. 

If you must live with 
your television front and 
centre like I do, then there 
area few designer rules to 
follow: 

Incorporating a black tele¬ 
vision into your decor 
scheme: If the black televi¬ 
sion is the only black ob¬ 
ject in the room, then it 
will stand out like a sore 
thumb. I suggest adding a 
few other dark-toned deco¬ 
rative items to the room, 
like black picture frames, 
curtain rods, lampshades

or small furnishings. The 
more black that get added 
around the room, the less 
obvious our flat screens 
will be. 

Choose the right size tele¬ 
vision for the room: The 

screen should be a com¬ 
fortable distance for view¬ 
ing. You should sit eight to 
nine feet away from a 32” 
screen, 10 to 12 feet away 
from a 42” screen, 13 to 14 
feet away from a 50” 
screen. Purchase a flat 
screen television that re¬ 
flects the size of the room, 
not your ego, boys! 

Hanging the television at 
regular picture height is 
too high: The middle of 
the television screen 
should be between 42-52 



How to correctly hang your TV above a mantle can be quite 
tricky, but with a little work it can be perfect. 


inches from the floor as 
opposed to artwork, which 
should be hung at 66 inch¬ 
es (from floor to middle). If 
you hang your television 
higher, then you will re¬ 
quire an angle bracket to 
tilt the television to your 
eye level. 

Don’t compete with the 
fireplace: The television 
should be three to eight 
inches above the mantel 
(this rule is the same as if 
you were hanging a paint¬ 
ing or mirror over a man¬ 
tel too). For good propor¬ 
tion, the television should 
be approximately 3/4 the 


width of the mantel. Any¬ 
thing smaller will look 
puny and anything larger 
will overshadow the fire¬ 
place. 

TV stand favourites: 

The Vista pedestal from 
CasaLife (casalife.com, 
$850) turns your flat 
screen into a modern 
sculpture. Perfect for 

small spaces or placing a 
television in front of win¬ 
dow. 

The Countiy Pine Con¬ 
sole from Sears (sears.ca, 
$480) is a long, low pine 
cupboard which will 
house your television, but 


also offers up a 
ton of storage. It 
will add casual 
country charm to 
a room and the 
extra storage is 
great. 

Designer Tip 

The wall that 
the flat screen 
hangs on is the 
perfect wall to paint a focal 
paint colour.

Stephen MacAulay has a 
lot at stake in what many 
predict will be a lengthy 
QMJHL playoff run for the 
Saint John Sea Dogs. 

The 17-year-old left¬ 
winger from Cole Harbour 
will hit the ice with the 
Sea Dogs — a first-place 
team that went 53-12-3 for 
109 points — in the best- 
of-seven first round of the 
playoffs against the P.E.I.

MacAulay said. 

“The further we go, the 
better chance I’ll have of 
being drafted, so we’ll see.” 

MacAulay, one of four 
Nova Scotians with the Sea 
Dogs, patrols the third line 
along with Daniclc Gauthi¬ 
er and captain Mike 
Thomas, who is currently 
suspended. 

The six-foot-two 174- 
pounder’s name isn’t in 
the spotlight much with 


the powerful Sea Dogs, but 
he’s embraced the tasks as¬ 
signed to him by head 
coach Gerard Gallant. 

“I was given this role at 
the start of the year,” said 
MacAulay, a former Cole 
Harbour McCains standout 
who had eight goals and 13 
assists along with a plus-18 
rating in 56 games. 

“I knew I’d be a check¬ 
ing, energy, PK (penalty¬ 
killing) guy. 

“I knew what I was get¬ 
ting into and I tried every 
day to focus on that and 
work on that instead of fo¬ 
cusing on stuff I’m not 
asked to do.” 

The Sea Dogs, who had a 
sluggish finish with four 
losses in their last six 
games, don’t expect it to 
be a cakewalk against the 
Rocket, despite winning 
the season series 5-3. 

The Rocket hoped to be a 
top contender this season 
but didn’t like the direc¬ 
tion of the team and trad¬ 
ed off star forwards such as 
Joel Champagne and Chris 
Doyle at mid-season. 

They proceeded to better 
their record in the second 
half. 

“They play well against 
us,” MacAulay said. 
“They’re a good, structured 
team, they play hard, and 
we can’t take them lightly, 
that’s for sure.”

Toy Story 3, which 
screened Tuesday for the¬ 
atre owners attending 
their annual ShoWest con¬ 
vention, poses a new ques¬ 
tion for the gang from the 
1995 hit that launched 
computer animation into 
the feature-film world: Is 
there life for a toy after 
your kid grows up? 

“Come on, let’s see how
